12. Update: East Arlington Mass. Ave. Rebuild 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated steps to keep area businesses and residents informed will be critical 
during the East Arlington Mass. Avenue rebuild construction process set to begin on May 27*. 
The Mass. Department of Transportation has assigned Nathaniel Cabral-Curtis to be the project’s 
liaison who will be available to address concerns. The Town will also publish construction plans 
three weeks in advance. Mr. Chapdelaine stated the information process came in part from the 
lessons learned during construction to the former Symmes Hospital site. Elyers will be released 
to abutters to the project May 20 - 22 and an Arlington Alert phone call related to the Project is 
planned for May 22. Also, a public information meeting is planned for Monday, June 16* at 
7:00 p.m. in the Thompson Elementary auditorium. The Town and MassDOT understand that 
the project will have impacts on residents, businesses, and travelers in the area. It is our hope 
that by conducting extensive outreach at the start of this project and having a community liaison 
available throughout, we will help alleviate any concerns as we await foro these long-awaited 
improvements to the area. 

Mr. Chapdelaine thanked the Department of Public Works, Joan Roman and Planning 
Department for their excellent work. The Board thanked the Town Manager for an excellent 
detailed report.

13. Update: 1207 Mass. Ave. Working Group

The Selectmen met last Thursday to tour the town-owned building at 1207 Mass. Avenue. The 
Town is looking into options for that property. The Board and the Town Manager will involve 
public input in the future regarding said property. 

Mr. Byrne praised James Curley and Stephen Porciello, former Managers for their many years 
of service to the DAV and for their continued support to the Town of Arlington. He remembers 
as a little league player that the DAV always sponsored a Town team and will forever be grateful 
for all the work they have done.

Mr. Chapdelaine stated that he had referred the letter from a resident regarding heavy 
trucks on Cleveland Street to the Police Chief for recommendations. 

Mr. Chapdelaine also stated that he had replied to the resident regarding the conditions of 

the Town Hall Gardens. He stated that the repairs of the wall project 

has added to the problem. Also, the Town will be repairing the reflecting pool. 

Mr. Curro stated a sign summer is coming - a few of the many warm-weather events 
happening in Arlington were approved by the Board tonight and he is looking forward to 
all the events. 

Mr. Curro reminded everyone that Ottoson Middle School will be having their annual 
Memorial Day Event on Friday. 

Mr. Dunn stated that the Memorial Day Parade will take place on Monday starting at 9:30 
a.m. from Adams Street/Mass. Avenue and encouraged all residents to attend. 

Mrs. Mahon congratulated Chief Ryan and his staff on being recognized as an accredited 
agency. 

Mrs. Mahon asked the Town Manager to look into construction bid documents for the 
Mass. Avenue roadway reconstruction to see if there is a clause or any reference 
to when the clock starts ticking. Are there any incentives to finish the work before the 
610 days and if there are penalties if the work is not completed in that time frame. 

Mrs. Mahon requested that a copy of the Certificate of Completion for the Tips Program 
be included in the application packet for the Special/One Day Alcohol Licenses. 

Mrs. Mahon asked that the letter in the Packet this week from the Department of Housing 
and Community Development be referred to the Town Manager regarding the new 
privately owned housing units authorized (Building Permit Issued) during Calendar Year 
2013.
